The thanksgiving was in the form 
of a pontifical mass, the celebrant be­ 
ing another prince of the church, 
Cardinal Logue of Ireland, and close 
to 6,000 persons were gathered in the 
cathedral long betore the mass began 
and as many more stood In Fifth ave 
nue. 
There were 15o policemen about 
the Gothic edifice, but they had no 
difficulty in keeping order, for those 
who could not get inside remained on 
Fifth avenue and the cross streets 
viewing tlie* procession of the clergy 
from the college in Madison avenue 
to the Fifth avenue entrance of the 
cathedral.

thirty feet. 
Despite the terrific for«** 
of the collision, the wrecked limited 
stayed on the rails, while the local 
car crashed into its forward end for 
half the length. 
There were screams of fright from 
the limited’s passengers as they saw' 
the local car loom before them and 
they were silenced in the crash. 
Sur­ 
vivors say that there was a moment 
of deathlike stillness 
following the 
collision ami then the uninjured and 
slightly wounded passengers crawled 
from the wreck, and 
after a few 
dazed moments began the work of r e s ­ 
cuing those who were pinned down 
umler the local car. 
Hanlly a passenger escaped injuries 
of some sort. 
Bruises and cuts from

among 
those who had 
fortunately escaped 
more s«*rious wounds. 
A relief car 
was sent to the scene from Ypsilanti 
and carried the s e v e r e ly injured to 
the hospital at Ann Arbor.

Fetal W reck Occurs N ssr Ypsilanti, 


Mick., as a Result of a Mistake in 


Orders on tbs Part of Ona of the 


Motormen. 


Detroit, April 29.—Two large Inter­ 
urban trolley cars on the Detroit, 
Jackson and Chicago railway, a part 
of the Detroit United Railways sys­ 
tem, running from Detroit to Jackson, 
collided head-on while running about 
forty five miles an hour twenty-five 
miles west of here, near Ypsilanti. 
Nine men were killed and about thirty 
men and women injured, some of them 
seriously. All of the severely injured 
were taken to the university hospital 
at Ann Arbor. 
A mistake in orders 
on the part of Motorman lea Fay of 
the limited car. who was crushed to 
death beneath his vestibule, is alleged 
to have caused the collision. It is 
charged that he overran his orders. 
His home was at Jackson, Mich. The 
dead are: 
Motorman lea Fay, Jackson; John 
Paget, Detroit; Charles Carmen, De­ 
troit; George Howard, Detroit; Jack 


I McMullen, tailor, Syracuse, N. Y.; 
Garborino Gronni, Detroit; three un­ 
identified men. 
Four of the injured are in a critical 
condition in the hospital here. They 
are: 
Mrs. L. H. Chamberlain, Detroit; 
W. S. Stover, Detroit; Roy Williams, 
Ann Arbor; an Italian workman. 
Among the less seriously injured 
are Edward Dewitt, Grand Forks, N. 
D., and C. W. Reeve, Van wert, O. 


Car Filled With People. 
The limited car, comfortably filled 
with about forty people, left Ypsilanti 
for Detroit, 
The running time of the 
car was changed and reduced, so that 
(Motorman Fay left Ypsilanti IO min- 
I utes earlier than he had been accus- 
! tomed to. 
This is thought by some 
to have been responsible for his mis­ 
take. 
Instead of stopping at Harris 
Switch, about two miles west of the 
I scene of the accident, where, it is 
said by the officials of the road, the 
cars should have passed, the limited 
rushed by the crossing point at high 
speed. As it rounded a curve four 
miles east of Ypsilanti the local car 
flashed into view, also running at 
high speed. 
It was a hopeless effort 
to trip and stop the heavy cars, and 
I they crashed together with terrific 
Impact. 
Motorman Wingrave of the 
I local car jumped when he saw that 
the collision was inevitable, but Mo­ 
torman Fay stuck to his vestibule. 
The local car was built considerably 
higher than the limited, so that as 
they met, its body rode up over the 
heavy flooring and iron work of the 
limited and telescoped it for nearly 
thirty feet. 
Despite the terrific force 
of the collision, the wrecked limited 
stayed on the rails, while the local 
car crashed into its forward end for 
half the length. 
There were screams of fright from 
the limited’s passengers as they saw 
the local car loom before them and 
they were silenced in the crash. 
Sur­ 
vivors say that there was a moment 
of deathlike stillness following the 
collision and then the uninjured and 
slightly wounded passengers crawled 
from the wreck, and after a few 
dazed moments began the work of res­ 
cuing those who were pinned down 
under the local car. 
Hardly a passenger escaped injuries 
of some sort. Bruises and cuts from 
| broken glass were general 
among 
those who had fortunately escaped 
| more serious wounds. A relief car 
| was sent to the scene from Ypsilanti 
and carried the severely injured to 
ths hospital at Ann Arbor.

Columbia, S. C., April 29.—The Re­ 
publican stato convention convened 
here and after the usual temporary 
organization took a recess. 
Just be­ 
fore the convention was again called 
to order E. B. Thompson, a negro, 
look charge of the chair. 
Captain John G. Capers, national 
committeeman from South Carolina, 
stepped up on the platform and was 
introduced by Thompson as a ‘‘good 
Democrat.” After this the two men 
faced 
each 
other 
and 
Thompson 
brandished 
a 
large 
hickory 
stick, 
which he was using as a gavel, in the 
face of Capers. 
Seeing that the ne­ 
gro was bent on a row, Captain Capers 
hurled him from the platform. 
For fifteen minutes pandemonium 
reigned. 
Chairman Deas finally re­ 
stored a semblance of order and the 
convention proceeded to business. 
The resolutions adopted commend­ 
ed the administration of President 
Roosevelt gnd congress and pledged 
support to the nominee of the Repub­ 
lican convention at Chicago, whoever 
he might be. 
Delegates at large and alternates 
were elected. 


In his address declared that no great­ 
er compliment could be given Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt than to name at Chi­ 
cago as his successor the man who 
has been in closest touch with him at 
Washington.

During my stay of about 
three months we had but two light 
frosts, and but one shower of rain, and 
that lasted but a few moments. 
On ac­ 
count of the panic last fall I expected 
th at the visitors would be scarce in the 
south during the winter, but in this I 
was mistaken as there were more peo 
pie in Florida than ever before. 
The great Tampa Bay hotel was filled 
to over flowing and all the other hotels 
had to turn people away. 
I was first 
attracted to Tampa some ten years ago 
by the fine fishing to be had there and 
I have been a yearly visitor there ever 
since. 
I could t >11 some big fish stories 
if I would, but will refrain, as my 
friends around Brainerd do not know 
me very well and I fear they might 
question my veracity. 
But I can re­ 
fer them to Mr. Elder or Percy Tay­ 
lor, who received photos of a catch I 
made which ought to make good any­ 
thing I might say about the fishing. 
I believe I have opened up a market 
for Crow Wing county hay, and I have 
no doubt that I could sell one hundred 
carloads of hay next winter if proper 
arrangements could bo made for ship­ 
ping. 
Good No. I hay sells at from $20 
to $25 per ton in Tampa. 
If I went 
into the business I should want a large 
warehouse along side railroad tracks in 
Brainerd where 
the hay could 
be 
graded, as it does not do to ship two or 
three grades in one car- 
Choice must 
be choice and No. I must all be No. I. 
All poor bales must be thrown out, as 
they are very particular down there. 
There would also be a good m arket 
there for 
Minnesota potatoes. 
The 
kind they use there are mostly from 
Texas and Oklahoma and do not com­ 
pare with the Northern Minnesota pota­ 
toes which I consider the finest in the 
world. 
Potatoes sold at retail at $1.40 
and $1.45 per bushel. 
Butter sold at 
40 cents per pound all winter, but when 
it comes to choice oranges and grape 
fruit, Florida can beat the world. 
I 
could buy beautiful oranges and grape 
fruit at 12 to 15 cents per dozen and 
choice strawberries were selling at ten 
cents per box. 
I am taking a rest at 
Hot Springs now as I would not care to 
jump from the warm Florida climate 
into the cold climate of Minnesota sud­ 
denly, but hope to get back to my farm 
in a couple of weeks.

T here are t\\enty-seven thickness*4 
of paper in th e hull and eighteen on the 
decks 
The outside Is embellished by 
headings of these papers. 
These head 
tags can be distinctly h«*cu through 
the shellac. 
On the decks the headlines start from 
Florida and follow each state on the 
route to New York, which reaches the 
wash box amidships, says a St. Augus 
tine correspondent of the New York 
Herald 
The outside of the wash boxet 
contains the New York city papers and 
the inside those of New York state. 
On the port side of the boat, starting 
from the how. tin* papers from Maine 
New H am pshire, \ erinont, Massachu 
•etts, Rhode Island and Connecticut 
follow in order and reach am idships tc 
the New 
York papers. 
On the sta r 
board side they sta rt from Seattle, 
W ash., to California and then follow 
the foreign and western papers. 
The other night the boat was taken 
to the Casino, where Captain Johnson 
gave an exhibition in the pool. 
Tin 
craft was recently launched from Al­ 
ien’s dock on the bay, w here Captain 
Johnson gave an exhibition of rowing 
and testing the boat in very rough w a­ 
ter. The trials [»roved very satisfactory. 
A fter a few weeks’ practice in the 
boat Captain Johnson will leave for his 
long row to New York, taking the In 
side route, which is nearly all inland. 
About 300 miles will In* rowed on the 
ocean, part of it from Beaufort, s. C., 
to Moorebead City, N. C., after which 
it is all inland. 
Stops will l>e made every night at 
some village, town or city, where the 
boat will be placed on exhibition. 
The 
cruise will be taken in easy stages of 
ten to tw entv five miles a day. aeeord- 


I ing to the weather and other condi- 
, tions, and the oarsm an expects to ar­ 
rive In New York the latter part of 
June. 
Letters of invitation have been re­ 
ceived 
by Captain Johnson from a 
num ber of ls»at and yacht ciubs along 
the route to Ik* tlie guest of those 
clubs while in their vicinity.

these is an invitation by the Severn 
Boat club of Annapolis, Md.

The boat Is twenty feet in length, 
j twenty inches I team, six inches deep 
and ims five air tight compartments at 
each end, making it practically un- 
slnkahlc. 
Every section In the cockpit, 
wit I) the exception of at>out twenty 
Inches for the f«*>t stretchers, will be 
, decked, so ttint If heavy swell« wash 
over only about ten gallons of wa­ 
ter will remain in the craft, which 
will easily be halh*d out. 
Food and clothing can he carried in 
fwo two-f(H»t hatches, with tools and 
other necessary articles. 
Captain Johnson is a well preserved 
man and. although going on tow ard 
tin* sixty .'ear mark, does not look 
much more than forty.

NO ONE HELD TO BLAME 


Corsnsr’a Jury Brings in a Vsrdiot In 
Regard to Collision. 
Yarmouth, Anrll 29.—A coronor’s 
Jury, comprising among others Sir 
Henry 
Earle 
as 
foreman. 
Captain 
Alexander, who played an important 
part in the work of rescue, and three 
ex naval captains, after hearing the 
evidence of the captains of the Ameri­ 
can line steamship St. Paul and the 
cruiser Gladiator, respectively, which 
collided in the Solent on Saturday, 
and oiher witnesses, brought in a ver­ 
dict declaring that, nobody was crim­ 
inally to blame for the loss of life. 
This inquiry, however, does not en­ 
tirely settle the question as to wheth­ 
er any one was actually to blame for 
the collision, which will he minutely 
investigated at the courtmartial to be 
held on the loss of the Gladiator. 
As the coroner explained after the 
conclusion of the evidence, which dis­ 
closed a discrepancy of views as to 
whether the Gladiator gave one or 
two siren blasts, the men died as a 
result of what undoubtedly was an 
accident.
